Fireworks, the world’s larg- 
est disco ball, lasers and giant 
pigs with yellow eyes that fall 
from the sky. The local circus? 
Nope, just the local run-of-the- 
mill Pink Floyd concert. 

Yes, once again the boys from 
England have proven that an old 
dog can be taught new tncks. 
After « seven-year hiatus, Pink 
Floyd piayed at the Oakland

After that, they 
took a 15-minute break. 

The second half of the show was 
nothing short of “Dark Sided” because 
they played every song, except “Brain 
Damage” and “Eclipse” {1 the long- 
est number one album on | > charts 
ever, “Dark Side of the Moon. From 
the album “Wish You Were Here,” 
they played the songs “Wish You 
Were Here,” and the extended version 
of “Shine on You Crazy Diamond.” 

And from “The Wall” they played 
the unexpected “Hey You,” “Another 
Brick in the Wall Part [1” “Run Like 
Heil” and “Comfortably Numb.” 

The 18-song show feawred lasers 
that spread and filled the night sky with 


lights consistently throughout the night. 
Dunng the last song before the encore, 
“Comfortably Numb,” a huge disco 
ball was uncovered that spun around 
lighting the entire Oakland Stadium 
and then cracked like an egg and ex- 
tended upward. And of course the sym- 
bol of a Pink Floyd concert was also 
there, a huge crystal ball in back of 
them with lights and moving images 

Following “Hey You” on the en 
core, at the ending of “Run Like Hel!” 
fireworks exploded into the stadium 
sky, ending what was, an excellent 
concert. 

There seems to be a kind of symbol 
ism in whatever Pink Floyd does. Ni 
matter what the song is, they have some 
sort of lights, movie or image that they 
display. 

Of course, it has always been like 
that since their beyinnings. 

During some of the songs, such as 
“Time” and “Money,” there were mov- 
ies that associated with the songs. But 
within each song was symbolism and 
imagery of an extraordinary kind. Tan- 


lalizing the senses with a barrage of 
thought processes. During other songs, 
suchas “Sorrow” and “Wish You Were 
Here,” the lights and lasers acted as 
their own show and moved and grooved 
tO a set pattern. 

Unexpectedly were some of the as 
pects to this concert compared to their 
“Delicate Sound of Thunder” tour in 
1987.

The second film, “Sopyonje (South 
Korea 1993, Im Kwon-Taek, direc- 
tor),” 1s the largest box-office hit in 
South <orea’s film history. It is the 
equivalent to the Partridge Family ona 
road tnp. Ii is a story of the hardships 
of life for a family of wandering folk 
singers. The film portrays traditional 
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Korea and its music around 1945 as it 
began to be replaced with Western 
popular music. The beauty of the film 
lies un the setting as one is able to see the 
beautiful landscape of the Korean 
mountains and streams. This by far, 
should have been the concluding film 
of the festival for it was the best. 

“The Cyclist” was screened follow- 
ing “Sopyonje.” The film was the 
winne of the East-West Center Award 
at the 1/91 Hawaii Intemational Film 
Festival. Director Mohsen Makhmalbaf 
attempts to relate the story of Nasim, an 
Afghan refugee, who ties to raise 
money to pay for treatment thai his 
ailing wife so desperately needs by 
trying to pedal his bike non-stoparound 
a fountain for a week. 

The film examines the corrupuon 
that can take place as Nasim rides on to 
save his wife. 

Tuesday night began with a film 
from China, “The Women from the 
Lake of Scented Souls (1992, Xie Fei, 


director).” The film was the co- winner 
of the Golden Bear Award at the 1993 
Berlin International Film Festival. The 
film is about a woman who commits 
adultery in an effort to finda litle bit of 
peace away from her violently alco- 
holic husband and their only son who 
happens to be mentally retarded. The 
woman was a highly successful busi- 
ness woman who owns and operates a 
mill and the film shows how she is able 
to handle all of the turmoil 

The festival concluded with the 
screening of a collaborative work, 
“Souther Winds (Japan, Indonesia,
